DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is a First Office Action Non-Final rejection on the merits. 
Claims 1-23, as originally filed, are currently pending and have been considered below. 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed August 11, 2010 has been entered. Claims 11,12, 14, 17 
and 20 have been amended, claims 1-10 have been previously cancelled and 
cancelled. Therefore, claims 11-12, 14-23 are now pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closes prior art Matsufuji (US Patent5, 669,479) discloses Oil System 
for Working Vehicle having a first gearbox section (Attached figure), wherein the 
first gearbox section comprises a first gearbox assembly (Attached figure and 
figure 1 ), a second gearbox section (Attached figure) , wherein the second 
gearbox section comprises a second gearbox assembly (Attached figure and 
figure 1) and a bearing plate, the second gear box assembly is a power take-off 
assembly (shaft 24 is a power take-off shaft, Figure 1), and the first and second 
gearbox sections cooperate to form part of a lubricant sump (Figure 1 ), and a 
lubricant encapsulated at least partially in the first and second gearbox sections 
(Oil level Ola, Figure 2), and teaching reference Marquart (US Patent 4,915,193) 
discloses Air/Oil Level Control for Transmission Lubrication having more lubricant 
is retained in one of the first and second gearbox sections that is operating at a 
lower speed relative to the other of the first and second gearbox sections that is 
operating at a higher speed (Column 2, Lines 3-1 1 , Figure 1 ).

However, Matsufuji and Marquart both fail to explicitly disclose that a 
separator, wherein the separator is mounted to the bearing plate, and the 
separator extends from the base of the gearbox arrangement up to at least the 
height of a gearbox input shaft. The prior and teaching references both fail to 
disclose or suggest this limitation recited in independent claim 1 1 .
